The  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  recording  the  in¬ 
creasing  helpfulness  and  benefit  of  the  Hospital  and  Nursing 
Association.  The  figures  given  above  show  an  increase  in  the 
numbers  of  Patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital,  treated  as  Out- 
Patients,  and  also  in  the  cases  dealt  with  by  the  Nursing  Asso¬ 
ciation  in  the  district,  thus  shewing  the  facilities  provided  are 
being  utilised  more  and  more  as  time  goes  on,  and  if  w7e  can 
only  meet  the  increased  demands  being  made  upon  our  services 
we  shall  be  quite  content. 

DEATHS. 

Unfortunately,  we  have  to  record  with  great  regret  the 
loss  of  two  members  of  the  Ladies’  Committee  and  a  member 
of  the  General  Committee  by  the  passing  of  Mrs.  E.  Batey,  Miss 
Graham  and  Mr.  W.  R.  B.  Pritchard.  The  two  ladies  had  been 
connected  with  the  Nursing  Association  for  many  years  and 
had  done  much  good  and  useful  work  on  behalf  of  it,  whilst  Mr. 
Pritchard,  who  was  one  of  the  representatives  of  the  District 
Council,  upon  the  General  Committee  had  with  his  family,  been 
a  staunch  supporter  of  both  branches  of  our  services. 

RESIGNATIONS. 

We  have  also  to  report  regretfully  that  two  members  of 
the  General  Committee  have  found  it  necessary  to  resign  their 
positions,  Mrs.  Leake — -a  splendid  worker  on  behalf  of  both  the 
Nursing  Association  and  the  Hospital,  who  in  addition  to  being 


Hon.  Sec.  of  the  Association,  was  also  one  of  the  two  Hon. 
Secretaries  of  the  Hospital.  Mrs.  Leake  had  a  long  and  hon¬ 
ourable  connection  with  the  Nursing  Association  in  the  days 
before  there  was  any  Hospital,  and  she  did  much  valuable  work 
towards  getting  the  Hospital  into  being,  whilst  Mr.  Hastewell 
has  been  a  constant  and  willing  working  member  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee.  Also,  two  members  of  the  Ladies'  Committee  have 
resigned  their  positions  upon  that  Committee — Mrs.  Pritchard, 
of  Melkridge  and  Mrs.  Charlton,  of  Haltwhistle.  These  resig¬ 
nations  are  much  regretted,  as  both  ladies  had  done  a  great 
deal  of  good  work  in  connection  with  both  the  Nursing  Associ¬ 
ation  and  the  Hospital. 


FINANCE. 

We  commenced  the  year  under  review,  with  the  small  de- 
licit  of  £27,  which  however,  has  by  the  kindness  and  generosity 
of  our  many  supporters,  been  eliminated  and  we  end  our 
financial  year  with  a  slight  surplus.  The  income  has  been 
somewhat  less  than  last  year,  but  a  reduced  expenditure  has 
enabled  us  to  pay  our  way. 

STAFF. 

ThesCommittee  again  extend  their  great  thanks  and  ap¬ 
preciation  of  his  services  to  the  Hon.  Surgeon — Mr.  J.  Colling- 
wood  Stewart,  for  his  unremitting  attention  and  response  to 
the  many  calls  made  upon  him  during  the  year  ;  also  to  the 
Matron — Miss  Armstrong  and  her  staff  of  Nurses  and  other 
helpers.

The  many  lady  supporters  of  the  combined  associations 
are  working  assiduouslv  on  behalf  of  the  Bazaar  to  be  held  this 
coming  Autumn,  and  we  appeal  to  all  our  numerous  friends  and 
supporters  throughout  the  district  to  give  them  every  help  and 
assistance,  to  enable  them  to  achieve  such  another  great  success 
as  was  accomplished  on  the  last  occasion.
